We 
have had erected upwards o¢ 10 miles 
of wire fence which will be of great 
benefit for the winter ‘travel 
one car of snow fence is being erect- 
ed in the main travelled roads and 
another car on order. The program 
as submitted early in the season Was 
not followed as the levy provided 
was not sufficient. Had the paving 
work been carried on as considered 
it would have taken 1-3 of our total 
road funds to have completed the 3 
1-2 miles, our men would have been 
out of work early in September and 
a great many sections of our roads 
would not have been improved as 
they now are with culverts grading 
and resurfacing. 

"There have been 19 miles graded 
and surfaced with crushed stone or 
gravel, 105 metal culverts placed, 1 
concrete bridge with steel 1 beams 
constructed, 3 other bridges with in- 
tensive repairs and 87 miles in addi- 
tion resurfaced with stone or gravel. 
In the resurfacing of the 105 miles 
there has been placed on the road up- 
wards of 65.000 yards of material, 
there were also 5 tank cars of As- 
‘phalt or tar and 1 car of Calcium 
Chloride.

Aa a young man the late King Leo- 
pold Hl, picked up a stone among the — 
ruins of the Acropolis, engraved up 
on it the words, “Belgium must bave 
a colony,” and presented it to the 
Minister of Finance, This fdea re | 
mained predominant in his mind 
throughout his .elgn. Having falled 
to negotiate the purchase of the 
Philippines from Spain, he turned to- 
wards Africa. His chance came when 
Stanley, disgusted at Great Britain's 
refusal to exploit his African discov- 
eries, placed his services at Leopold's 
disposal. But Belgium was not so 
her monarch; Parlia- 
ment authorized him to accept the 
sovereignty of the Congo State only 
on condition that Belgium should not 
be responsible for its government or 
finance. ‘ 

Bold Ruling 


Leopold, however, bad the courage 
of his convictions. By 1890 he had 
sunk over nineteen million francs of 
his own money Into the venture. He 
established administrative and judi 
cial systems, civil and penal codes. 
Yet when by “WII” he made over the 
colony to Belgium, it was only after 
lengthy debates that Parliament ¢on- 
sented to assume responsibility for 
what has since proved a valuable pos- 
session. .

What would have happened in 1914 
if this bait had tempted Belgium to 
throw in her lot with Germany? 

‘Leopold was a hard man:— 

One day he had displayed displeas- 
ure because the Minister of Justice 
submitted for his signature too great 
a number of pardons. When the chief 
of this depatment presented to him 
the functionary in charge of the par 
don service, the King knit his brows: 
“Long live the murderers, monsieur,” 
he cried.) “Long live the murderers, 
all at liberty!”

“The King is fortunate,” Leopold atop.

In another country, where {| have 
spent some years of my life, the chief 
executive, as he ia called, is elected 
once in four years to rule an alleged 
republic. His inauguration is pre- 
ceded (before an interval of calm) by 
stormy campaigning, directed by pub- 
lelty-mongering politicians: A na- 
tional crisis develops inevitably with 
the approach of polling day, but never 
develops into anything more than a 
crisis. One of two men is elected and 
the country simmers down again, as 
if it hardly mattered which way the 
yotes had turned. Yet all the time 
the mass of the people attaches far 
less importance to the executive than 
to the country’s flag. 

In yet another country, oulwardly 
a dependency, there is no king and no 
flag.

More Ancient Yet 


Third Buried Aztec Pyramid 


Discovered Near Mexico 
City 

Mexico City-—Discovery of third 
pyramid, buried within the second, 
which in tu?m-was covered by the firat 
at Tenayuca, has been announced by 
the Mexican Directory of Archaeology. 

Tenayuca, which Hea about six) 
miles from Mexico City, Ia the moat 
important Aztec site known. Import- 
ant discoveries have been made there 
during the Jast three years by the 
Directory of Archaeology, and now 
the largest number of known relics of 
the ancient Aztec civilization, most 
of which were destroyed by the Spat 
jards, are at the Tenayuca site. 

Discovery of the third pyramid was 
madé when archaeologists, who de- 
cided from the architectural structure 
of the second pyramid that there was 
something beneath it, bored a tunnel 
through ita east side. The archaeolo- 
gists encountered a two-foot wall 
forty-five feet from the tunnel en- 
trance and were halted by a two-foot 
perpendicular stone wall thirteen feet 
beyond that. 

The third and innermost wall has 
a twenty-inch terrace ten feet above 
the ground, and beyond that‘it rises 


to the wall to determine its extent and 
to discover how it joins -the structure 
that incloses it, 
Archaeologists will attempt to de- 
termine why the-third building has 
straight perpendicular walls instead 
of sloping walls as do all other Mext- 
can. pyramids.

Body Food Needs 


Man needs food to supply the body | 
(1) with energy to work, (2) with ma- 
terial to repair worn-out tissues in the 
older person and to produce new tis- 
sue in the young, growing child. 

To meet these needs, man should 
eat every day the foods which will 
result in this service to his body; in 
other words he shoula inélade in his 
daily intake foods from each of the 
following classes: 

(1) Meat, eggs, fish, cheese-—abont 
10% of the fuel to supply this energy 
should come fpom this class, which is 
called the proteins or tissue builders. 

(2) Bread, cereals, potatoes and 
other starchy vegetables, cakes and 
other sweet desserts; this is thé 
| sugar and starch. class “and should 
to a lot of, Supply about 60% of the fuel to sup- 
be very} ply the day's energy. j 

(3) Butter, cream and fat from] 
meats—the animal fat class—should | 
supply about 20% of the ‘day's fuel 
supply. 

“Protective foods” are milk and. the 
leafy vegetables. These must be in- 
cluded in every day's intake to make 
up-for the lack of certain essentials 
in cereals, tubers, roots and meats. 

Growth elements are known as 
vitamins and it is absolutely essen- 
tial that these be suppliedin the day's 
food supply; thelr common source is 
milk, fruit, and vegetables.
